The closest prior art of record (US 5,637,297) does not teach or suggest a process for 
deforming keratin fibers comprising contacting the keratin fibers with the aqueous composition 
comprising an alkoxylated carboxylic acid ester and a partial glyceride fatty acid wherein the 
keratin fibers are mechanically deformed prior to or after contacting with the aqueous claimed

have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art of keratin fibers deforming processes.
